THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


The 333rd June Day Celebration of the Company was held 
on the first Monday in June, 1970. The Annual Record for the 
preceding year contains the report of the day’s events in detail, 
so it will not be chronicled in this Record. We will, however, 
report some of the highlights of contemporary history, so that 
future generations may place this Company year in proper per- 
spective, 

A survey this year shows that in the decade from 1960 to 
1970 a substantial shift took place in the population of the 
country, with people continuing to leave rural areas for urban 
communities. 73.5%, of our people now live in urban areas. 
Our own Commonwealth of Massachusetts is the tenth most 
populous state, with our neighboring state of Vermont the most 
rural. Further census figures showed a migration of blacks to 
the inner cities and the whites in large numbers had left the 
inner cities for the suburbs. 

A rather unusual incident occurred in Massachusetts waters 
of Martha’s Vineyard when the radio operator on a Russian 
trawler sought asylum aboard a U. S. Coast Guard Cutter. The 
Coast Guard crew permitted a detail of the crew of the Soviet 
vessel to board the U. S. craft where they beat and bound the 
defector carrying him back to their ship, The public was out- 
raged and a number of Coast Guard Officers were forced to 
take early retirement. The defector was sentenced to 10 years 
for treason by the Lithuanian Supreme Court. 

The conflict in Indo-China continued, having spread to 
Cambodia, and there was a rising tide of disenchantment with 
our participation in this war. Anti-war groups were bitter in 
their denunciation of President Nixon, ignoring the fact that 
he had inherited the war from previous administrations. 

General Charles DeGaulle, former President of France and 
leader of the Free French in World War II, died on 9 November, 


and many wondered what direction France might take with his 
passing. 
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Much had been said about violent attacks on public fig- 
ures in the United States in recent years, but in this particular 
year we witnessed the kidnaping and murder of Pierre La Porte, 
Quebec’s Labor Minister, and the attack by a knife wielding 
assassin on Pope Paul VI while the Pope was visiting Manila. 
The Pope was not injured but Cardinal Kim was cut on the 
arm. 

In National politics, to the amazement of many, President 
Nixon nominated a Democrat, former Texas Governor John B. 
Connally, Jr., as Secretary of the Treasury. 

We are informed that the January death toll in the Indo- 
China War is the lowest since 1965 and in Paris the 100th ses- 
sion of the Paris Peace Talks was adjourned without progress. 
In December the U. S. had offered to free all Viet prisoners in 
exchange for a like action by Hanoi, but Hanoi arbitrarily de- 
clined. 

In Soviet Russia there was continued persecution of Jews 
according to reports. World Jewry protested and eventually 
Russia permitted migration of Jews to Israel. 1300, many young 
and skilled, left in one month. ; 

The Apollo 14th space mission landed a third team of 
spacemen on the Moon. ‘ 

In a surprise coup, Senator Edward M. Kennedy was ouste 
from his post as assistant majority leader in the U. S. ries 
Many felt this was a result of Kennedy's involvement in the 
fatal Chappaquidick incident. 

The ea and undeclared civil war in Northern Ireland 
continued unabated. Between February 3rd and 9th eleven 
people died, and no solution was in sight.

Very privately, seasoned politicians doubted 
that any great percentage of those eligible would register and 
vote, Twenty to twenty-five percent nationwide was the esti- 
mate, It would be unfortunate if this is so, but the upcoming 
Presidential election may more than double this figure in 1972. 


Thomas E. Dewey, three term governor of New York and 
twice Republican nominee for President, died at 68. Dewey lost 
to Harry Truman in 1948 in one of the greatest political upsets 
of all time. 


Captain Samuel L. Gravely became the first black Admiral 
in the United States Navy in April of 1971. He was once a postal 
clerk in Richmond, Virginia, and rose through the ranks to 
this exalted position. 


. The U. S. Ping Pong team pierced the bamboo curtain, and 
visited the People’s Republic of China for a series of exhibition 
matches. In a reversal of policy, the Chinese permitted seven 
American newsmen to accompany the team on their trip. 


_ New York City legalized off-track betting in an effort to 
imcrease revenues, and more than 1,000 arrests were made in 
Washington, D.C. when a “peaceful” anti-war demonstration 
finally got out of hand. 


But so much for highlights of the year. We must proceed 
to the matters of the day which featured the election of officers

Bus to Leyden. Memorial service in Pieterschurch, a won- 
derful old church where John Robinson, minister of the Pil- 
grims in Holland, is buried. The Captain placed a wreath on 
his tomb, We then left the church and went to a reception 
where we were served coffee, Following the reception we walked 
to Lakenhal, a beautiful museum, where we were welcomed by 
the Burgomeister of Leyden. There were beautiful exhibits of 
paintings, china, silver, pewter, ivory, and all handicrafts. Of 
particular note was the Pilgrim exhibit with a map showing 
the principal place they lived while in Leyden and pictures 
showing how they lived and worked. Included was a small 
printing press of the period and an unusual map of New Eng- 
land with West at the top of the map where you would expect 
to find North. The main feature was the Connecticut River 
running the entire length of the top of the map. Viewed from 
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this angle instead of the conventional one you better saw the 
relationship of one community to another and understood how 
they could travel from one town to another in a single day.

After cocktails we were 
served the traditional ‘Hutspot’ meal which was the first food 
served the starving populace following their release from the 
Spaniards, It is a hash of potato, carrots, onions, and meat.

Following 
the meal our party split with most returning to Amsterdam 
and the rest remaining to watch the parade which was not mili- 
tary but had floats depicting television personalities and histori- 
cal scenes.

They are much like our MMA Cadets, young, 
eager, and very polite. All spoke some English and were most 
helpful,

The city of Budapest is a twin city on both banks of the 
Danube, The Buda side on the west is smaller and very hilly.

These beauti- 
ful buildings really dominate the city. We began our tour with 
the Citadel, an old and interesting fortress, where the World 
War II Memorial stands out against the sky. The second hill 
to the north has the Royal Castle, home of the Kings of Hun- 
gary. The third hill we visited had the Church of Our Lady, 
a very beautiful Gothic structure. On the fourth hill we visited 
the Fisherman’s Bastion which affords a wonderful panorama of 
Budapest and where you find artists sketching and painting at 
every turn.

In the evening, off to the Gundel Restaurant, the finest in all 
Hungary and one of the ranking resturants of all Europe, which 
really lived up to its reputation. We gathered in a large ante- 
room for cocktails. The choice was interesting. Whisky, apri- 
cot brandy, orangeade with mineral water, or Coca-Cola. The 
waitresses in native costume bearing the trays of drinks were 
preceded by waiters with flaming swords. We then mounted the 
stairs to the main dining room where the finest dinner of the 
trip was served by white-gloved waiters in full evening dress. 
Four varieties of wine were poured with the dinner which fea- 
tured saddle of veal and the most elaborate ice cream sculptures. 
The orchestra was magnificent. We are not known for our silence 
but the violinist held the entire Company spellbound with his 
magnificent talent. 

The soprano was of grand opera caliber and the dancers 
were outstanding. This evening was one of the highlights of the 
entire trip,

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Restaurant for a fine native meal. Afterwards we went to the 
Moulin Rouge, the best night club in the city, to see a two 
and one half hour show which was excellent.

We stopped at Kecskmet, the prin- 
cipal city of the region which is the center of a large canning 
industry. We were received by the Burgomeister who greeted 
us most cordially together with a group of German tourists. 
The translations into both English and German were interest- 
ing, to say the least, especially if you understood some German. 
They bore little resemblance to each other. We then contin- 
ued by bus to the ranch area where we transferred to wagons 
similar to buckboards each drawn by a pair of horses. We 
traveled about two miles in these conveyances to a ranch where 
we were treated to an amazing exhibition of horsemanship and 
trained horses, After this we were driven into the middle of a 
large herd of white, longhorned beef cattle which are native to 
this region. We were then taken to an open air restaurant for 
luncheon. It was open sided and had a thatched roof which 
caused you to be aware of caterpillars dropping into your gou- 
lash. However, the meal was good Hungarian country fare and 
well enjoyed.

From the moment you landed 
at Schiphol Airport in Amsterdam throughout the day, that 
evening and the next day in Leyden at that beautiful ceremony 
at the Pieterschurch and with this night you have had ample 
opportunity to sample the cordiality and hospitality of Amster- 
dam and the Government of the Netherlands and the people of 
the Netherlands. 

There have been other agents you know who come to this 
land of the Netherlands and Amsterdam, and you all know his- 
tory, you know how much we owe the Dutch in the settlement 
of our country. Down there in Pieterschurch you heard a 
preacher speaking in Dutch and I know you had some difficulties 
with the language, who spoke of the invasion of the Spaniards 
here and how the Dutch repelled the Spaniards and the pride 
they take in that and how much that means to their future. 

He also spoke of the Pilgrims, our Pilgrim Fathers who 
visited here in the Netherlands, and you know that the Dutch 
have welcomed and have been tolerant of some of our dissenters 
as some of our Americans and our founding Fathers were. They 
came here and they found refuge in this country. In the City 
of Amsterdam, before they went down to Leyden, to live in Ley- 
den for several years and then back, the Speedwell was leaking 
so they had to transfer to the Mayflower, and they went to the 
United States, the new world and found a new land. You all 
know that. Perhaps just a moment of history, there have been 
other agents and honorable Americans who have come to this 
city. After the revolution and the war we were a free and in- 
dependent country, but broke and underdeveloped. 

Franklin and John Adams went all over Europe, trying to 
find money to pay off foreign indebtedness. And everywhere 
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they went, they were turned down, until they got to this city of 
Amsterdam. They got there alone 12 million dollars and over 
the course of the next couple of years they got a total of 30 
million dollars. So that was the beginning of the Marshall plan, 
not only in the material way. I do not want to go into too much 
history, but this was a material assistance that we got. The 
preacher in Leyden spoke about the invasion of the Spaniards 
into this country and then the Dutch repelled them and what 
this meant to them in the development of this land and the 
future and the hope for the future. 

At that time the Dutch wrote a note to the Spanish King in 
which the Dutch referred to the admiration for the Spanish 
King, and in that admiration, the Dutch said to the Spaniards: 
a man has dignity, a man has self-respect, he has certain rights, 
he is a free man, and more of that language. That was in 1581, 
almost 200 years before Thomas Jefferson wrote the Declaration 
of Independence, and you read it, and you will find so much 
similarity in ideals and hopes that you come to believe, as I do. 
that Thomas Jefferson read the Dutch admiration for the Span- 
ish King almost 200 years after it was written. So we share 
much with the Dutch and that is the reason I said that we were 
grateful you came to Amsterdam. 

I simply want to thank you for coming here to further en- 
hance and to cement the good relationship that exists between 
our two countries,

INDEPENDENCE DAY — BOSTON 
PARADE 


Saturday, 4 July 1970 


It was a downpour when the Ancients delegation reported 
to City Hall Plaza at 0830. However, by 0900 the rain had 
stopped and 22 hardy souls took part in the Flag Raising Cere- 
mony conducted by Mayor Kevin H. White. We then paraded 
to the Old Granary Burying Ground where the graves of John 
Hancock, Samuel Adams, Robert Treat Paine, and Peter Fan- 
euil were decorated and Taps was sounded, The parade, con- 
sisting of the Ancients and three bands, then marched to the 
Old State House where the Declaration of Independence was 
read by CPT Joseph S. Zareiko, substituting for the high school 
student who had not appeared. We then marched to Faneuil 
Hall and were dismissed except for a few officers who partici- 
pated in the observances in the hall. 

NOTE: 

The traditional reading of the Declaration of Independence 
from the balcony of the Old State House in recent years has 
been delivered by readers chosen from different high schools 
and neighborhoods of the city, chosen in rotation, so that all 
may be honored impartially, 

Due to the unsettled weather conditions, the chosen reader, 
after having been informed that the ceremony had been can- 
celed, did not make his appearance, but since the parade began 
at the last moment due to a sudden and suitable change in the 
weather, a new reader had to be assigned. Captain Command- 
ing James E. Clair assigned this task to Captain Joseph S. 
Zareiko, who became the second member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company to be privileged with this dis- 
tinction. 

The Declaration of Independence was first publicly read in 
Boston on 18 July 1776 by Colonel Thomas Crafts, a member 
of the AKHAC, At that time, the council, representatives, magis-

Thursday, 7 January 1971 

The AXHAC had the honor of hosting “The Governor's 
Inaugural Ball” for an active member of our Company, His Ex- 
cellency Francis W. Sargent, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and Commander-in-Chief of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company.

Besides the Governor and the First Lady, the Company’s guests 
included the Constitutional Officers, The Adjutant General, the 
Commanding General of the 26th (Yankee) Division, members 
of the Governor’s immediate family, the Honorable Leverett 
Saltonstall, a Life Member of the AKXHAC, and one member of 
the Governor's official family. The Captain Commanding was 
the host and his able assistants were the Lieutenants, the Past 
Commanders, the succeeding Captain Commanding and the 
Elected Commissioned Staff Officers. Wives of the members ac- 
companied their husbands. An excellent meal with wines was 
served in European style. The tables were for six. The linen 
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was red and gold with white lace covering. There were flowers 
on each table and one waiter for each table. The waiters wore 
gold jackets and white gloves. Each of the men guests wore 
white tie and tails while the ladies wore colorful formal gowns. 
A string ensemble provided dinner music. 

At the conclusion of the banquet all in attendance were 
transported directly to the Hynes Civic Auditorium where the 
Inaugural Ball was in progress. 

The entire main hall of the auditorium was festooned in 
the National colors and the blue and white of the Massachusetts 
flag. Ferns, plants and flowers were in abundance. A red carpet 
was rolled back the length of the auditorium floor from the front 
of the stage to the entrance. Music in the auditorium was pro- 
vided by the 26th Infantry Division Band, The George Graham 
Orchestra furnished music in the large hall on the second floor. 
There was dancing continuously from 8 to 1. The champagne 
bars were always a crowded meeting place. 

Upon arrival at the auditorium, General Regan proceeded 
to the stage to make a few announcements. BG O'Connor re- 
mained at the entrance to the auditorium to control the order 
of presentation of distinguished guests. There was a short in- 
troduction of each distinguished guest who then advanced down 
the red carpet and was escorted to a reserved box on the stage. 
A member of the AXHAC Color Guard carrying a Massachusetts 
flag escorted each Constitutional Officer to his reserved box on 
the stage. 

After welcoming the Governor and the First Lady to the 
platform, the Captain Commanding presented a bouquet of long 
stem red roses to Mrs, Sargent. He then presented the Governor 
to the audience. When the Governor had completed his few 
remarks, General Regan returned to the podium and gave the 
necessary instructions for organizing the Grand March while 
BG O'Connor went to the floor of the auditorium to direct 
the march. The Governor escorted the Captain’s lady, and the 
Captain escorted the First Lady. When the Grand March was 
concluded. General Regan announced that the first waltz would 
be the Governor and the First Lady. He then invited the dis- 
tinguished guests and their ladies to join the guests of honor. 

The Governor and Mrs. Sargent, accompanied by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Mrs. Dwight, proceeded to that section of 
the auditorium which had been prepared for the reception. It 
was then a case of handshaking until long after midnight, 

More than five hundred men in colorful uniforms, pre- 
dominately blue, red and gold, presented a scene never to be for- 
gotten. 

It was another glorious night by any standard.

“A NEW SPRINGTIME” 


For 28 weeks now on THE NEW YORK TIMES BOOK 
REVIEW best seller list and right now in the non-fiction num- 
ber one slot is a book by a 43-year-old professor at Yale Univer- 
sity Law School, Charles A. Reich. Professor Reich has found 
an intriguing title for his book which bids fair to becoming the 
most discussed and argued-over book of 1971, “The Greening 
of America.” “The Greening of America” expresses the book’s 
theme by means of an appealing analogy: that a new America 
has taken root, a new culture is growing up in our nation and 
in the world. This blossoming is springing from a new and 
deeper consciousness of what it means to live, the author be- 
lieves. He argues that nothing can stop what is happening 
among the “turned-on,” aware, sensitive youth of our day. 
Charles Reich’s very words are—and they sound like they 
should be preceded by a blast from the trumpet of an angel of 
judgment — “There is a revolution coming. It will not be like 
revolutions of the past. It will originate with the individual and 
with culture, and it will change the political structure... It 
will not require violence to succeed, and it cannot be successfully 
resisted by violence. This is the revolution of the new genera- 
tion.” 

The new generation, according to Professor Reich, is re- 
volting against the accepted traditionally-American concepts of 
the Puritan work ethic and an abundance of the good things of 
life, concepts which idealist students and young adults find con- 
fining and depressing, producing, they say, people who think 
and work and even love in the same sterile, stereotyped pattern. 
In contrast, their revolution is based on self-expression, in- 
dividualism, eros, and freedom from all inhibitions. This new 
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life-style, which includes, “sex experiences with many different 
people, in different times, circumstances, and localities” and the 
use of drugs to “help one break through into new levels of con- 
sciousness,” will result, they believe, in a society marked by “a 
higher reason, a more human community, and a new and lib- 
erated inidvidual.” And because this revolution, which, accord- 
ing to Professor Reich, “is now spreading wth amazing rapidity, 
and already our laws, institutions and social structure are chang- 
ing in consequence,” he calls his book “The Greening of Amer- 
ica,” for he is convinced that he is writing about a new spring- 
time for our nation. 

Now the prospect of “a higher reason, a more human com- 
munity, and a new and liberated individual” sounds appealing 
enough, and, in my position as the June Day preacher of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts for 
the 10th year in a row now, I just cannot summarily dismiss the 
suggestion of revolution. An unpublished thesis written by the 
son-in-law of one of our members is a study of the 54 printed 
June Day sermons preached prior to the American Revolution, 
from the Reverend John Wilson’s in 1638 to that of the Rev- 
erend John Lathrop in 1774. And this study shows that these 
preachers unanimously supported the Colonists in their revolt 
against the tyranny of the British Crown. Indeed, when the Rev- 
erend Dr. Lathrop delivered that last sermon before the out- 
break of hostilities, British troops were in the vicinity and a 
sentry was placed on the pulpit steps, lest anything rebellious 
should be expressed. But that did not deter that clergyman from 
accusing King George, because of his taxation of the colonies 
without representation, of treason against the state. Which 
moved this young essayist to declare, “It seems indeed remark- 
able that Lathrop was not shot!”, a fate which, I suspect, has on 
occasion been wished upon every preacher because of what he 
said, or because of how long he took to say it, or because of 
both. But the point is that it’s not because it’s contrary to the 
heritage of my distinguished clerical predecessors that I decline 
to align myself with this ‘new revolution” and to recommend 
it to you, but because I fail to find anything in this movement 
that can possibly produce the dramatic changes it promises. 

Nor would this be the first revolution promising a new and 
different and better life outside the framework of a free democ- 
racy and the Capitalist system that has failed. Last fall our 
Captain Commanding, Lieutenant Colonel James Ernest Clair, 
concluding today a term of office most excellently fulfilled in 
the best tradition of our Company, took us behind the “Iron 
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Curtain” into Hungary, presently dominated by the successors 
of the red-Communist Russian revolution of 1917 which prom- 
ised the workers of the world a paradise on this earth. But if 
what we saw and felt everywhere on the sunny streets of Buda- 
pest a heavy hand of oppressive control — is paradise, we'll 
take the free Netherlands with all the rain, and we'll take Amer- 
ica as she has been for the last 200 years with all her faults and 
failings. 

Professor Reich’s “greening of America” may well turn 
brown before it produces its expected fruit, for, when all is said 
and done, any new generation of human beings is basically no 
different from the old. It is still, as we all are, “flesh born of 
the flesh.” You cannot escape the record of mankind: stories 
of homes broken and lives destroyed by free love and the “un- 
inhibited self” occur in the oldest records of human experience. 
And the tragedies reported in our newspapers today show that 
even “nature children,” the flower people of our day, are still 
subject to all the weaknesses and the flaws and the corruptions 
of an imperfect human nature. And a professor of law, of all 
people, ought not be so naive concerning the ability of sinful 
creatures always to live in peace and just “love, sweet love” 
with one another. 

But — I'm sure we all agree — there ought be a revolution 
of the spirit of man, and how very welcome would be a new 
springtime for our nation and for the world. What pleasant 
fiscal relief there would be for the administration of His Excel- 
lency, Governor Francis Sargent, if in our Commonwealth all 
citizens were so righteous and law-abiding that police would not 
be needed and jails would stand empty, if greed and selfishness 
and dishonesty were eliminated rendering unnecessary the reg- 
ulatory agencies that protect the public interest, health, and wel- 
fare, if the lazy poor would work and the worthy poor become 
the responsibility of the Church and of the charity of individual 
Christians. And just such a revolution in human nature is the 
province of Someone who played a most important part in the 
lives of our American revolutionaries, but who is not mentioned 
once in Professor Reich’s book, “The Greening of America.” 
And oddly, too, because He's the One who annually produces 
the greening in the world of nature, changing winter into sum- 
mer through the revolution of springtime: the almighty God in 
heaven. When you talk about making people better, kinder, 
more loving, and more helpful to and considerate of each other, 
God has to come into the picture somewhere, because He’s the 
One and only One who can and who does change people and 
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revolutionize their thinking, transforming their hate into love 
and their selfishness into service, bringing a new spiritual spring- 
time into being. 

And God has a unique way of doing this, a way that rarely 
fails to touch the hearts of men and to change their life and 
living. It’s a method that usually succeeds, because it has uni- 
versal appeal, as another Yale professor by the name of Erich 
Segal has discovered. Erich Segal has also written a best seller, 
and he was here in Boston on Patriot’s Day. Every year he runs 
in the marathon, but he never wins; this year he placed 488th 
in a field of over 800. But when he was asked why he thought 
his book and his movie, “Love Story,” were such great winners, 
he said, “Well, I guess the reason is stated in the title, ‘Love 
Story,’ because everybody is touched by a love story.” 

What theologians call the Christian Gospel is simply the 
good news of God’s love for you and for me and for all the 
creatures of this earth, “God so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son .. .” (St. John 3:16). That’s the love 
story you read about in the Holy Bible, the all-time best seller 
in history. It’s the story of Mary bringing forth her first-born 
Son, wrapping Him in swaddling clothes, and laying Him in a 
manger, the story of the Son of God coming into our world as 
one of us by being born in a stable. In a stable! What else is 
God saying to us by this except that He loves us, and loves us no 
matter how much we've soiled our souls, no matter how badly 
we've messed up our lives, no matter how greatly we’ve befouled 
the world in which we live. This is the divine love story with 
which I, as a preacher of the Gospel, am trying to touch your 
heart. No preacher ever succeeds in this with all to whom he 
preaches, but if I am with you, and you respond to God’s love 
for you, there will be a greening in your life, and, beginning 
with you, the promise of a new springtime for America.

Gentlemen, may I introduce to you Senator Leverett Salton- 
stall representing Governor Sargent, Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

SENATOR SALTONSTALL: 

Thank you, gentlemen. 

Captain Clair, Deputy Mayor, Miss Storar representing her 
Britannic Majesty, Queen Elizabeth, distinguished guests, fel- 
low members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, and Comrades: 

It is a great honor to be here representing the Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts who could not be here be- 
cause of a previously-scheduled conference out of state. I am 
sure that he would have been delighted and honored to be with 
you this evening. 

I am always glad to come to the dinner of the Ancients, the 
oldest military organization in the United States, having its be- 
ginning in 1638, and 101 years earlier, with a British artillery 
regiment in England. 

When I look through the program of the Ancients, I would 
say they were wise in their legislation that they got from the 
Governor's office at that time. You will note that they were 
given 100 acres of land free for as long as it did not interfere 
with anybody else. The Captains had settled on their regimental 
headquarters which was to be in Faneuil Hall. 

Note also that they were wise in 1638 when you think of 
the situation that we have here today. They said then that the 
military organization had to come behind the civilian author- 
ities. How important that is today. 
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I am glad to come to this dinner, as I said, particularly a 
dinner of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery. I have a pic- 
ture on my bureau in my home in Dover of Mayor Tobin who 
was a good friend of mine, and Fred Brooks, with myself, at a 
Drum Head Election in 1939 or 1940. On one of those occasions 
the British had a cruiser called the Southampton. She had 
brought the King and the Queen to Canada and had come to 
Boston. The Admiral came in full dress and they admired the 
different uniforms that were displayed in the parade that day. 

I can see myself with a smile that morning, coming down 
from the State House. I had brought my cutaway but had for- 
gotten my silk hat. When the Ancients lined up, I had no silk 
hat. I rushed in to the Sergeant-at-arms seeking the same. I 
borrowed his hat. As I went by the Bellevue Hotel with that hat 
on and my long face, somebody said, ‘‘Can’t you smile?’”’ I said, 
“By golly, I can.” I removed the hat and carried it the rest of 
the way. 

In your program, there is a Sir John Leverett of Boston, 
who was born in London, England, in 1616. He had come to 
Boston with his parents in 1633, He enrolled in the Company 
in 1639. He had served the Colony as a soldier for a good many 
years. He was a Governor in 1673 until he died in 1679. You 
have him in your program, like I said, with a heavy black beard 
and a moustache. He was imitating the youth of today, I pre- 
sume. If you look in the State House today, you will find his 
picture, the picture of Governor John Leverett, and we have a 
copy of that picture at home. That is where I got my name, 
the name of Leverett. 

Now this is a military organization and it takes its position 
seriously, which I am glad of, in our country. There are great 
differences of opinion in this world today, all parts of the world 
— Vietnam, the Suez Canal area, betwen Israel and the Egyp- 
tians; in Europe, where we are maintaining our forces with some 
difficulty. There are problems, those problems, that concern all 
who are in a military organization of this character. We want 
unity. Our constitution gives us the right to speak and think 
freely, but it does not give us the right to prevent others from 
thinking and speaking freely. (Applause.) This organization 
feels strongly on this subject. 

I will close with a remark from one of my colleagues, who 
is now the Secretary of Health and Welfare. He is an impor- 
tant member of the Republican Party, a brilliant speaker, and 
a thoughtful fellow. He made a speech before a peace group 
comprising social organizations, intelligent men — and he ended 
with the statement, “We are reluctant to bear liability for effi- 
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ciency. Independence, life, liberty, and happiness are not to be 
found in provisions for force; we have provisions in law for 
power.” 

The strength that has governed the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery from 1638 to 1971, holds that spirit and keeps that 
spirit for us all to work on today in this great country of ours. 
(Applause.) 

Tue Captain:

Now I have the unique privilege of presenting a most gra- 
cious lady, the only lady to grace our head table at this June 
Day Anniversary Banquet. No one here to-night seems able to 
recall a similar situation at a June Day Banquet.

I would like to explain, to start off with, that in the last 
two years under the Captaincy of Calvin Clayton and Ernie 
Clair, I have become official representative of the City of Boston 
at the Ancient and Honorable Artillery dinners. 

I am sorry that I missed the affair of February 22nd. There 
was a reason. The invitation did not arrive, 

You know that Boston is one of the greatest cities of the 
world because it has variety, antiquity, the age of some of its 
institutions, and because of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts. 
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Americans today are confused about the war and peace. It 
is most confusing to hear all the dangerous talk of pacifism that 
runs rampant through the country today. The pacifist makes 
one major error. He identifies ultimate evil as war, but ultimate 
evil is not war, it is injustice. It is injustice and the men who 
died in concentration camps of Hitler’s Germany would have 
given their lives for a gun and for a uniform. 

We, who represent the City of Boston, are grateful to you 
for keeping alive the great tradition in Massachusetts. Also, for 
pointing out to young people of this generation that brave men, 
in their day, had been willing to pick up arms in defense of 
freedom. You, by your parade today and by wearing your uni- 
form, remind young people today that freedom can only be 
purchased by eternal vigilance. So Boston honors you and asks 
you to continue to wear your historic uniforms with great pride. 

Thank you very much. (Applause.) 

Tue Captain: 

Now, gentlemen, all the way from Holland, Colonel F. T. 
A. Crul. 

Cot. Crut: 

I am pleased to be here with you and also very proud. I 
would like to say to you that my wife and myself are very, very 
glad to be able to stay in Boston. 

I saw your Company last year in Amsterdam and I saw 
again today this great Company and it was one of the memor- 
able moments of my time in Boston. I can say how proud I 
am to be here and I can see how proud you are too. The friend- 
ship and the comradeship of the members of your Company, I 
can only say to you, is a remarkable one. I see so many Com- 
panies but the attitudes of its members are very bad, but I say 
in this Company the friendship and the readiness to help each 
other is most evident. It is most zealous. 

One of your speakers here tonight —I would like to ex- 
press his sentiments, his thoughts. You are living in a free coun- 
try here. Most of the people of Europe have never been living 
in such a country. They have not been since they have been 
occupied. You never could understand the feeling which one 
has over there. I have those feelings. You never had such feel- 
ings. It is a bad situation at this time over there, 

There are so many youngsters there—even among them, 
your own children — you have to look at what you see— you 
cannot be speaking. They will agree with you, but the parents 
are afraid to speak to their own children because the children 
may put them in a situation where they will find themselves in 
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jail. They will reveal—you cannot realize this here—it is 
hard to realize — but this is the way it is over there. 

There is only one thing that you can depend upon — you 
must have a good strong force — strong armed force — not to 
protect you, but just to keep the peace and hope that it will 
be. I hope that all American people will understand it very 
well that that is the only way to have peace in the future years 
in the whole world, and I hope that you will all have peace; 
that you will all be participants in this spirit of peace in the 
whole world. 

Again I say, we thank you, my wife and myself, for your 
kindness in sending invitations to myself and my wife. We have 
had a most memorable day, one of the best days of our whole 
time here, and when we go back to Europe, we would like to 
see you again. We will go back to the Netherlands and take 
with us a very good impression, a very good feeling of friend- 
ship we have enjoyed here. 

I say now, gentlemen, friends, guests, goodbye to you all 
and we have had a damn good time. Thank you very much. 
(Applause.)

Despite the words of Longfellow, Paul Revere, the Revolutionary 

War patriot, never completed his most celebrated ride — Lexington 

to Concord. Enroute, he was captured by British scouts, later released, 
and he returned to Lexington on foot, as did another rider, William 
Dawes. A third horseman, Dr. Samuel Prescott, escaped capture, and 
it was he who warned Concord that the British were.coming. 


Revere, however, did make important but less sensational rides. 

After taking part in the Boston Tea Party, he carried this‘news to New 
York in 1773, and a year later, he rode to New York and Philadelphia 
with the bad news of the Boston Port Bill. The Massachusetts 
Provincial Assembly named him official courier to the Continental 
Congress. 


Revere, who was born in Boston in 1735 and died there in 1818, was 
a talented craftsman who worked with silver and copper. He also 
produced anti-British political cartoons, the best known of these being 
a print that showed the Boston Massacre. 


When war came, Revere served as an officer in the state militia. He 
designed the first issue of Continental currency and the official seal 
of the colonies, 


Revere was the first man in this country to smelt copper oré and to 
refine and roll it into bolts and sheets. He made coppet plates for 
Robert Fulton’s steamboat boilers, and his foundry also supplied nuts 
and bolts for “Old Ironsides”’.

PETER FANEUIL’S GIFT BECAME TREASURE 
OF THE WHOLE NATION 


FAMOUS CRADLE OF LIBERTY 
AN ACCIDENTAL FEATURE 
OF THE MARKET HE GAVE TO THE CITY 


The name of Faneuil carries us back to the French Huge- 
nots, and theirs is but a small feature of the history of New 
England, but they were a valuable accession to its early settlers, 
and their descendants bear names honored in our records. 

Among them was Andrew Faneuil, who once had a tempo- 
rary abode in Holland where he was married. His wife died in 
Boston in 1724, a gentlewoman of extraordinary perfection both 
in mind and body. Andrew Faneuil was supposed to have 
brought a goodly portion of his estate with him to Boston, as 
he made early investments in this town. Peter was made the 
heir of this uncle on the condition that he should remain single. 
His elder brother had first been selected as heir but, meeting 
with his fate, failed to make the cold agreement with his uncle. 

Peter Faneuil was 38 years old when his uncle died. He 
had prospered in business outside of his uncle’s business, had 
gone into foreign trade and commerce, and had built ships for 
West India trade. “The topmost merchant in all the town,” 
said Hancock. He had tastes and ambitions in keeping with his 
fortune. He was fond of display and good living, his doors were 
ever open to his friends, and ample hospitality was fully dis- 
pensed. His sister kept house for him, and she, too, was fond 
of the good things of life. His love of good living, coupled with 
the fact that he was a public-spirited citizen, though he was 
doing business in all parts of the world, gave him time to take 
a vital interest in the welfare of his neighbors as well as in 
the future good of the Town of Boston, and he saw the necessity 
for a local market. 

The lack of a market house was a great inconvenience, and 
Peter’s experience as a master of a large house made him feel 
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the inconvenience considerably, as he had to spend a great part 
of the day in providing the necessaries for the table. In July, 
1740, therefore, he made an offer at his own cost and charge 
“to erect a noble and complete structure to be improved for a 
market for the sole use, benefit and advantage of the town, pro- 
vided that the Town of Boston would pass a vote for that pur- 
pose and lay the same under such proper regulations as shall 
be thought necessary and constantly supported for the said use.” 

The market house was commenced September 8, 1740, and 
completed September 10, 1742. That which Peter Faneuil gave 
to the public secured for him a memorial which saved his name 
from oblivion, for the accidental hall built over the stalls of 
the market is one of the famous rooms in the history of the 
world. The hall over the market was voted to be called Faneuil 
Hall, and resolutions were passed to Peter Faneuil, whose por- 
trait was presented to be hung in the hall, and Faneuil arms 
were bought for the hall. 

The building was burned January 13, 1761, rebuilt in 1762, 
and enlarged in 1805 from 40 to 80 feet in width, under the 
supervision of Charles Bulfinch as architect. The dimensions of 
the hall itself are 74 feet 3 inches by 75 feet 3 inches. 

Upon its rostrum have stood most of the statesmen and 
orators of America. Within its walls some of the most stirring 
scenes connected with the American Revolution were enacted. 
Town meetings were held here and the eloquence of the sturdy 
old patriots did much to shape the action of the colonies. In 
Faneuil Hall the protests against the “Stamp Act” were voted. 
There the first festivities were held when the act was repealed. 
Portraits of the friends of America in Parliament were hung in 
the hall, which were lost during the siege of Boston. When 
British troops had been ordered to Boston, a convention was 
held of all the representatives of nearly every town in the 
province, and held session for a week, although Governor Ber- 
nard refused to recognize the convention. It was on Friday, 
November 5, 1773, that the first of a series of tea meetings was 
held in Faneuil Hall. It was a sorrowful day for the Bostonians 
when they went to Faneuil Hall to surrender their arms to offi- 
cers appointed by General Gage. It was also used as a theater 
for the entertainment of British officers. The siege over and 
Americans restored to their Cradle of Infant Liberty, it has been 
rocked ever since whenever a stirring question came up for dis- 
cussion and argument. George Washington, as the first Presi- 
dent in 1789, was banqueted in the same hall. It was in the 
balcony of this hall that Wendell Phillips rose to his feet and 
startled the audience with his famous anti-slavery speech. 
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The large painting over the rostrum represents Daniel 
Webster replying to Senator Hayne of South Carolina in the 
United States Senate in 1830; it is 16 by 30 feet in size and cost 
$40,000. 

Around the walls are portraits of Washington, Peter Fan- 
euil, Samuel Adams, John Quincy Adams, Lincoln, Warren, 
Knox, Commodore Preble, Governor Caleb Strong, Robert Treat 
Paine, John Hancock, Governor Andrew, Rufus Choate, Wen- 
dell Phillips, Charles Sumner, Edward Everett, Henry Wilson, 
Commander Winslow, and other notables of the past. 

The clock was given by the school children of Boston in 
1850, and paid for by penny subscription; their names were 
placed in a box which was deposited in the case of it and 
opened in 1950. 

Extensive renovations, including fireproofing, were effected 
by the City of Boston in 1898 and 1923, but much remains in 
original form. The grasshopper weathervane, which surmounts 
the cupola, was made in 1742. The original balustrade encircles 
the balcony in the main hall. The andirons in the superintend- 
ent’s room were placed in the building by British army officers 
just before the Revolutionary War while the building was in 
use as British barracks. The wooden doors leading to the main 
hall at the main entrance staircase, black glass door knobs, 
cherry hand rails, brass lamp brackets, and carved heads of 
cherubim at the top of the arched colonial windows are all 
more than a century old. 
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THE STAIRWAY OF THE CONSTITUTION 

It is believed that Bulfinch designed the stairway leading 
from the main floor of the Armory to Headquarters. The thir- 
teen steps have been memorialized by thirteen bronze tablets, 
each dedicated to one of the Thirteen Original States of the 
Union. The tablet on each riser, running from bottom to top, 
commemorates the order in which the first thirteen States rati- 
fied the Constitution. On Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedicatory 
exercises with respect to these thirteen bronze tablets took place 
and this memorial was officially designated “The Stairway of the 
Constitution”. 


In May of 1968, the Company completed the memorial and 
installed the present day flags of the thirteen original states. 
The flag of the respective state is placed on each step.
